STEEL TRUST IS 


AIMED AT HERE 


The Latest Measure Introduced 


In House. 


MR. STANLEY THE AUTHOR OF IT 


The Man Whose Activities Against the 


Steel Trust Led to Congressional 
Investigation of Great Corporation, 
Now Would Go Farther and Compel 
the Dissolution of the Combination 
of Steel Companies. 


Washington, Aug. '5. — Representa- 


tive Stanley of Kentucky, chairman of 
the special committee that probed the 
affairs of the steel corporation, today 
Introduced in the house a bill that 
would compel the dissolution of the 
steel corporation. This is a personal 
measure and not one from the Stanley 
committee. 


The bill proposes primarily to pro- 


hibit holding companies from engaging 
In inter-state trade. 
It was drafted 


Jointly by Representative Stanley and 
R. R. Reed. Corporations engaged in 
the iron and steel trade are specially 
mentioned in the Stanley bill, which, 
bowever, applies to all corporations 
doing business In the state. The bill 
lays down rules with which combina- 
tions must comply. 


It Is provided that the capital stock 


of a corporation shall be fully paid rr 
payable In actual value. Another pro- 
vision Is that no corporation shall have 
power by Its charter or otherwise to 
acquire or hold Its own stock or the 
stock of any other corporation or as- 
sociation. 
Interlocking directorates 


are interdicted. There is a prohibi 
tlon against industrial corporations 
operating or controlling transporta- 
tion lines. A limitation is placed on 
the amount of stock that an owner, di- 
rector or officer of one corporation 
may hold in a competing corporation 
The bill further provides that where 
two or more corporations were on Aug 
12, 1912. combined in ownership by 
the holding o^ their stock by another | 
corporation, the combination shall ue 
disintegrated. The constituent corpor- 
ations would then be required to com- 
ply with the regulations prescribed hy 
the bill. This provision would catch 
the steel corporation.

Former Senator From Indiana Was In 


troduced by Senator Dixon, the Col 
onel's Manager, aa Temporary Chair- 
man of the Convention, and at Once 
Entered Upon a Presentation of the 
New Party's Aims and Policies. 


Chicago, Aug. 5.—In the Coliseum at 


noon today the first convention of the 
National Progressive party headed 
by Theodore Roosevelt, was opened. 
Senator Dixon, chairman of the pro- 
visional national committee, called the 
convention to order and announced 
the selection of former United States 
Senator Albert J. Beveridge of Indiana 
as temporary chairman. Directly af- 
ter Mr. Beveridge's "keynote" speech 
the committees of the convention, res- 
olutions and credentials, were ap- 
pointed. The convention then adopted 
a resolution requesting , ex-President 
Roosevelt to address the convention 
tomorrow. 


After adjournment today the com- 


mittee on resolutions with Dean Kirch- 
way of Columbia university, a close 
personal friend of Colonel Roosevelt, 
and an ardent supporter of the new 
party, as one of the most potent and 
influential members, turned their at- 
tention to framing the platform on 
which Roosevelt is to run for the pres- 
idency. 


The committee on resolutions Is to 


be present with all sorts and condi- 
tions of planks representing the per- 
sonal ideas and desires of some of the 
most radical minds in the country. 
Dean Kirchway said that the views of 
all progressives in the new party are 
to be listened to with attention and 
consideration. There is to be no stif- 
ling of suggestion or idea. The plat- 
form must represent concretely the 
views of all citizens in the new party 
who believe that conditions under the 
two old parties are adverse to the de- 
mands of the American people. 


Delegates from all the states save 


South Carolina are represented in the 
onvention. Nearly all the states hav^ 
pened headquarters in the various 
otels. In every respect the aspects 
f the great national conventions have 
een assumed. The New Yorkers, the 
alifosnians and the Pennsylvanians 
ave the finest headquarters.

Governor 


Hiram Johnson of California; State

Governor W. M. O. Dawson of West 
Virginia; 'Governor Carey of Wyo- 
ming; ex-Senator Beveridge of Indi- 
ana; Editor W. R. Nelson of the Kan- 
Mas City Star; William Flinn and Gif- 
ford Pinchot of Pennsylvania; Judge 
John L. Stevens of Iowa; Senator 
Miles Poindexter of Washington; Ev- 
eritt Colby of New Jersey; Herbert 
Knox Smith of Connecticut, who has 
Just resigned from the Taft adminis- 
tration; Matthew Hale of Massachu- 
setts; Judge Ben B. Lindsey of Colo- 
rado; John M. Parker of Louisiana;

Of All American Problems 


Juggling with the city vote in one 


hand and the farmer vote in the oth- 
er one sees the democratic party 
•walking the tariff tight rope 
and 


striving to maintain its balance so 
that it shall not fall into the chasm 
of party defeat. 
The Republicans 


found that tariff 
results are 
far 


reaching, for while listening to the 
demands of the 
California 
lemon 


• growers for more duty on lemons, 


they enraged the box shook makers 
of Maine who had been selling their 
goods to the Italian and Sicilian 
lemon growers, and Maine voted foi 
Roosevelt in the recent primaries. It 
matters not that the Maine people 
were shown by actual 
government 


statistics that the consumption of 
shocks was greater than it was be- 
fore the duty was raised, and that 
the importation of lemons largely in- 
creased—nor that it was the remov- 
al of the preferential on shooks in- 
stead of the increase of the lemon 
duty that threatened their interests; 
they picked out the lemon growers as 
their enemy and denounced the Re- 
publican President who signed the 
tariff which they believed would hurt 
them.

* EFFECTS OF SUMMER HEAT * 
* ON BABIES AND CHILDREN. * 


A series of extremely interesting 


hservations have been made by Seh- 


lesinger of Vienna on the effects of 
summer heat on infants and 
older 


children in some of 'the various dis- 
tricts of Germany, more particularly 
in Strasbtirg. 
The abnormally high 


mortality among infants 
during an 


extraordinarily hot 
summer occa- 


sioned the study. 


On comparison of various districts, 


all having the same climate condi- 
tions, the milk-supply and general 
care of infants being also practically 
indentical, it was found that in one 
district the mortality was higher 
than in the others. In this district 
the houses were tightly packed, with 
but little open space between. In 
such places the air does not cool >rff 
at night during the summer, the tem- 
perature in 
one 
place 
remaining 


practically constantly above 30 C. 


A study ,of the effects of heat on 


2Gfl school children, between the ages 
of 0 and 10. was made, and it was 
found that 30 per cent, lost appre- 
ciably in weight, from May to August: 
in 5 per cent, this loss was extreme. 
The cause of this was the heat stag- 
nation during an 
extremely warm 


=eason, the children being confined in 
irnrm schoolrooms, with a high hu- 
midity over long periods during the 


y.. In these children the 
effects 


were restlessness, lassitude, head- 
iche. nose-Weed and similar symp- 
toms. With shorter h'c.urs. and a va- 
cation extending over seven weeks. 
the heat remaining the same, all the 
•hildren 
regained 
their 
previous 


eio-ht .nnd most of them added to 


their former weight. 


The treatment and care of infants 


during the summer should not be 
confined to the ordinary treatment 'of 
definite disease, but should be direc- 
ted especially toward offsetting the 
effects of the heat, says The Journal 
of the American Medical Association. 
Less food should be given than in 
cool weather; plenty of water, how- 
ever, is desirable. 
Children should 


wear loose clothing,x and frequent 
cool and tepid baths should be given. 
Seat stagnation should be avoided as 
far as possible.

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INJURY TO TRUMPET CREEPER 


One of the Most Beautiful Vinei.lt 


Subject to Attacks of Small 


Black Beetle. 


(By PROP. L. SWINET.) 


The trumpet creeper, one of our 


most beautiful of vines, Is,, compared 
with other ornamental plants, rela- 
tively free from pests, but it la subject 
to the attacks of a singular small 
black beetle that may injure the leaves 
so badly and cause them to become so 
unsightly as to render the plant value- 
less for the purposes for which it la 
planted. 


The adult Insect is a flatfish elon- 


gate beetle belonging to the same 
family as the cucumber beetle. 
Seen 


on the leaves in July when it is abun- 
dant as an adult, it looks like a bit of

bark, or Other rubbish, and since it 
remains quiet to escape detection, 
with its legs folded up about the body, 
and drops to the ground if the leaves 
are disturbed, the collector is more 
likely to collect it by accident, than 
from a recognition of it as an insect. 


The females begin placing their eggs 


promptly in June, and may be found 
on the plants until July IS, or there- 
abouts. Somewhat later they disap- 
pear, but reappear again in numbers 
about September 11, these being the 
individuals that hibernate. 


The eggs are placed singly on the 


upper side generally over the midrib, 
and toward the tip of the leaflet. They 
are fastened down with a brown glue 
which hardens and gives them the ap- 
pearance of being a (leadened part of 
the leaf. This separates from the leaf 
readily when pried up with a needle. 
The adult always gouges the leaf just 
above the place where the egg is at- 
tached as if she meant to brand it and 
warn away other females bent on sim- 
ilar errands. 


The mines made by this insect are 


very striking and characteristic. The 
larva penetrates the leaflet above the 
midrib and works toward the center in 
a. straight course at first, then at inter- 
vals makes excursions to the right or 
left on each side of the midrib, and 
often reaches nearly to the margin of 


Manner of Placing Eggs After Goug- 


ing the Leaflets. 


the leaflet before turning back and 
starting another. The final result is a 
branched mine with long curved or 
slightly tortuous extensions on each 
side of the midrib. When ready to 
pupate the larva returns to the center 
of the leaflet and pupates in the cen- 
tral chamber over the midrib. 


Treatment for the insect is simple. 


The adults can be destroyed in the 
spring when they appear on the leaves 
to place their eggs by spraying with 
arsenate of lead. 


MEASURING HAY IN STACKS 


Kansas Experiment Station Issues 


Bulletin Giving Instructions for 


Doing the Work. 


Bulletin No. 155, of the Kansas Ex- 


periment station, contains instruc- 
tions for the measuring of hay In 
long and round stacks. The measur- 
ing of a stack or rick to ascertain the 
tons of hay it contains Is, at best a 
guess. The bulletin states that when 
alfalfa hay has been in the stack 30 
days it requires 612 cubic feet to 
make a ton; that when the hay has 
been In the stack five or six months, 
422' cubic feet are calculated for a 
ton. In the case of old, well settled 
stacks, 343 eublo feet are floured a* 
making a ton. It further says that 
slough hay Is heavier than alfalfa 
and that upland prairie hays 
an 


lighter than alfalfa. Having found the 
contents of a stack in cubic feet, di- 
vide the number of feet required to 
make a ton to find the number of 
tons In the stack.

Cambridge Citv Man Tells of 


Experience With Gen. florgan 


A series of anecdotes of the'raid 


made by General ohn Hunt Morgan,

sonal experience with General Mor- 
gan during that historical attempt to 
carry the fighting across the Ohio 
river into Indiana and Ohio. In short, 
as a prisoner, Mr. Gray had the dis- 
tinction of interviewing the 
rebel 


leader while' the. latter, practically 
stripped, was about to take a bath 
in a washtub set squarely in the cen- 
ter of the parlor of a country home 
about three miles south of Loveland, 
O. 
Though for a few seconds Mr. 


Gray was in serious doubt as to what 
was to become of him. He escaped 
without serious punishment or even 
discomfort. 


Mr. Gray, then a clerk in the Mi- 


ami railroad office in Cincinnati, and 
a resident of Loveland, twenty-three 
miles out. had boarded the "Morrow 
aecomodation" to go to his day's 
work the morning after the surrender 
of Vicksburg which1 took 
place 


July 4, 1863. 
The people of Love- 


land and all that section were much 
wrought up because of the reports 
that Morgan and his men, after leav- 
ing Indiana, were making toward 
Loveland. and would at least cross 
the Miami railroad at some point to 
the south. The women hid all their 
silverware, and the men did likewise 
with the valuables they most cherish- 
ed. 


The "Morrow ac-comodation" was 


held at Loveland a few minutes while 
the telegraph operator endeavored to 
ascertain Morgan's whereabouts. Fi- 
nally the road superintendent. W. II. 
Clements, the conductor and the en- 
gineer. Jack Redmond, decided they 
would risk the trip, even though still 
in ignorance of the invader's posi- 
tion. 


"We had proceeded about three 


miles out of Loveland," said Mr. 
Gray, "when, as we ncared what is 
called 'Danger Crossing7 the passen- 
gers caught sight of a troop of cav- 
alryman over to the left, near the 
river, while on the right was a range 
of hills with a narrow defile coming 
down of the ominously named cross- 


ing. 
Suddenly the ears began bump- 


ing over the ties, and. although they 
remained upright on the grade we 
could look to one side and there see 
the engine lying on one side and its 
drive wheels revolving at full speed. 
The tender had turned at full speed. 
The tender had turned upside down. 


"Myself and another young man 


were the first to reach the engine, 
and we quickly removed the wood 
that pinned Jack Redmond in a pros- 
trate position. He was alive and re- 
covered, but the fireman, whose name 


F forgot, was instantly killed. 


"The cavalryman quickly lined up 


the eighty to one hundred passengers 
and trainmen, and while some burned 
the coaches, others took the names 
and adresses, of the helpless 'pris- 
oners." 


"A young lieutenant had charge of

I stood. 
When he reached me his 


pert manner aroused my resentment,

"He then chided me regarding al- 


leged cruelties and indignities he said 
were practiced on rebel prisoners in 
Camp Chase, at Columbus, declaring 
the men were compelled to appear in 


n nude state before insulting women.

leaped from my lips," said Mr. Gray.

WHITEWASH SURE TO STICK 


Preparation 
Easily Made and Will 


Add Greatly to Appearance of 


Many Farm Buildings. 


There are many brick and stone 


walls, as well as wooden outbuildings, 
fences and the like, about a subur- 
ban place which, lacking paint, de- 
tract much from the general appear- 
ance of the home. But paint is some- 
what expensive and cannot be applied 
with too lavish a hand by the average 
citizen. There is, however, white- 
wash, which is easily made and ap- 
plied, is inexpensive and which for 
most outdoor work will answer quite 
as well as oil paint. For 
chicken 


houses, brick walls and the like it is 
excellent. 


To make the whitewash slake half 


a bushel of fresh lime with boiling 
water, keeping it covered during the 
process. The lime should 
not, of 


course, be confined, but merely cov- 
ered, as confined, it possesses consid- 
erable explosive force. Strain it and 
add a peck of salt dissolved in warm 
water, three pounds of ground- rice 
put In boiling water and boiled to a 
thin paste, half a pound of powdered 
Spanish whiting and a pound of clear 
glue dissolved in warm water. Mix 
these well together and let the mix- 
ture stand for seven days in. a reason- 
ably cool and shaded place. Keep the 
wash thus .prepared in a kettle, and 
when it Is being used put it on as 
hot as possible, using a painter's or 
an ordinary whitewash brush.

HOW TO MAKE WEED PULLER 


Tool That Will be Found Extremely 


Handy on Any Farm is Made of 


Heavy Galvanized Wire. 


The weed puller is made of a piece 


of heavy galvanized iron, 5 by 5% 
inches, as shown in A, and bent into 
the shape B. After shaping the metal, 
the small %-inch projection is placed 
under the opposite side and then, 
soldered. The tube-shaped metal is 


Handy Weed Puller. 


then fastened to a handle with two 
pieces of strap iron, using bolts and 
rivets as shown at C. 


The puller is used by pushing the 


sharp point of the metal into the 
earth, having first inserted the stalk 
of the weed in the hole. Then turn the 
handle and draw the puller out, and 
the weed with its roots will be re- 
moved.—Popular Mechanics. .

Paris Green Mixed With Land Plas- 


ter Is One of the Best Preventives 


of Ravages of Bugs. 


Paris green mixed with dry pow- 


dered land plaster or rye flour, ona 
tablespoonful to the gallon, is the 
best preventive of the ravages of po- 
tato bugs, coddling moth, caterpillars, 
slugs and worms. If in solution mix 
one pound in 200 gallons of water. 
Buy pure freshly made parts green. 
A cheap kind is lacking in strength. 
The paris green should be applied as 
soon as the first worms appear. The 
quickest way is to sprinkle it on 
with the hand. An active man can 
cover several acres in a day. Apply 
early in the morning when the dew 
is on the leaves. 
Two applications 


will nearly always answer. In case 
a shower should wash off the powder, 
a third application will be needed. 
Slug shot may be used instead oi 
paris green.

After First Seriously Stabbing 


ills Wife, 


END OF A COLLEGE ROMANCE 


Ernest Miller, Declaring That His 


Wife No Longer Cared For Him, 
Stabbed Her, Probably Fatally, in a 
Tent at the Columbus Chautauqua 
Grounds, and When Taken to Jail 
Succeeded in Hanging Himself.

bethtown, who, hearing screams in the 
tent, rushed in and pulled Miller off 
his wife, whom he had thrown to .the 
floor and was slashing with a pocket 
knife. 


Miller struck at the girl with his 


knife, but missed. A number of men 
then rushed into the tent and after a 
long struggle overpowered, roped and 
handcuffed Miller, who was taken to 
the jail. 


On the way to the jail he said that 


he felt that his wife no longer cared 
for him and that as he knew he was 
going to die he wanted her to die first. 
He was in the jail but a few minutes 
before he made a rope of his shirt and 
a noose of his belt, with which he 
hanged himself in his cell. He was 
dead when found by the sheriff. 


Miller, who was a bookkeeper, was 


a son-in-law of Judge Marshall Hacker 
of this city, former judge of the Bar- 
tholomew and Decatur circuits. The 
couple's marriage several years ago 
was the end of a college romance, they 
having first met while Miss Hacker 
was attending college at Bristol.
